“It is unthinkable that the Cutty 
Sark could be left unfinished and 
I hope that once we can sit down 
with the new government we can 
impress on them the strength of 
the Greenwich case,” said Cllr 
Roberts. 

He also took the opportunity to 
pay tribute to Peter King, the 
council’s long-time opposition 
leader who stood down this year 
after 32 years’ service. “If he will 
accept the honour, Greenwich 
Council will offer to bestow the 
Freedom of the Borough upon 
him,” said Cllr Roberts.

It’s wonder-pool! 

Mobile marvel a boon to school and community

A SWIMMING pool that 
can be moved across 
London and filled up as 
required has landed at a 
Greenwich special school 
for the whole community 
to enjoy. 

The portable marvel, complete 
with hoists to help with a wide 
range of disabilities, will be in 
the playground at Willow Dene, 
Swingate Lane, Plumstead, until 
the end of term. 

Greenwich is the first borough 
to make the pool fully accessible 
for all - and, before the end of the 
project, the hope is that 5,000 
people will be able to swim 25 
metres. 

The 12x6 metre heated pool is 
part of a scheme called ‘Make a 
Splash’, backed by the Mayor of 
London. It is made from 
galvanized steel and is 
suspended from the ground by a 
special framework and enclosed 
by a large marquee. 

It is open to the local 
community for swimming 


lessons in the evening and at 
weekends. Paralympic gold 
medallist Ellie Simmonds 
(below) visited last week with 
her mum, Val. She told GT: 
“This is a really great 
opportunity to try out the sport.” 

The 15-year-old, who does 18 
hours training a week in addition 
to studying for her GCSEs, had 
just set a new world record at the 



Paralympic World Cup in 
Manchester on Bank Holiday 
Monday. She said: “It’s a once in 
a lifetime opportunity to be able 
to compete in the Paralympics in 
your home country.” 

Willow Dene headteacher 
Louise Carlyle said: “I think it’s 
really significant that the pool 
has been put in a special school 
so that children who don’t find 
it as easy to access mainstream 
facilities can benefit from this 
project. We are working hard to 
make sure there is access for all, 
taking down any barriers.” 

Louise added: “This project is 
about preparing for London 2012 
and that’s why it so good that 
here in Greenwich we are 
making sure the kids with the 
most complex needs have access 
to facilities where they can learn 
to swim and be more active, 
because the Games are about 
legacy, a legacy for all.” 

Louise told GT: “Swimming 
really enables our children to 
develop their physical skills and 
water confidence. In the few 
weeks we’ve had this pool, we’ve 
seen real progress. We’re seeing 


children putting their faces in 
the water where they hadn’t 
been confident to do it before.” 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council's cabinet member for 
culture and Olympics, said: 
“We’ve seen today how much the 
children enjoy having the pool 
here. This is a fantastic 
opportunity for people to learn 
to swim in a smaller pool 
specifically used for beginners.” 

The ‘Make a Splash’ scheme is 
being run in partnership with 
The Variety Club children’s 
charity, flexible space experts 
MWB Business Exchange, the 
Amateur Swimming 

Association, Total Swimming 
and London Swimming.

Townsend-smith New Mayor looking forward to 


working with young people again 


THE new Mayor of 
Greenwich, Cllr Barbara 
Barwick, has been telling 
GT about her ambitions 
and hopes for her year in 
office. 

Cllr Barwick was officially 
installed in an historic 
ceremony held at the Old 
Royal Naval College on May 26, 
succeeding Cllr Allan 
McCarthy. Cllr Jim Gillman 
became the new Deputy Mayor 
while Cllr Barwick’s husband, 
Fred, will accompany her on 
official duties as the Mayor’s 
Consort. 

“We have some exciting and 
important months ahead,” 
said the new Mayor. “This year 
will see our role as a host 
borough for the 2012 Olympics 
and Paralympics develop, and 
the excitement will start 
building up.” 

She also looks forward to 
strengthening links with the 
army in readiness for the 
arrival next year of two new 
battalions at Woolwich - the 
2nd Battalion The Princess of 
Wales Royal Regiment, and 
the King's Troop Royal Horse 
Artillery. 

“This will be a great 
opportunity to reaffirm the 
borough’s close relationship 
with the army, and I know we 
will provide a very warm 
welcome to our new 


residents,” said Cllr Barwick. 

“We are also preparing to 
receive our prestigious Royal 
Borough status, and we will 
have to decide on our official 
crest. People are looking 
forward to the return in 2012 of 
the Cutty Sark - a real emblem 
for the borough, which has 
been greatly missed. We will 
also see the opening of new 
Woolwich Centre development 
and the move of Ravensbourne 
College of Design - now called 
just Ravensbourne - from 
Bromley to the Greenwich 
Peninsula. Along with 
Greenwich University, it 
means we will have two 
prestigious higher education 
institutes in the borough.” 

Cllr Barwick represents the 
Woolwich Riverside ward on 
Greenwich Council. She was 
elected as a Greenwich 
councillor for the Lakedale 


Ward in 1998. She was born 
and raised in Catford, and 
moved to Greenwich in 1973. 

One of her earliest memories 
is of “rolling down the hill” in 
front of the James Wolfe 
statue in Greenwich Park 
when she was about three- 
years-old. She also remembers 
vividly how she pushed her 
six-year-old brother into 
Blackheath pond when she 
was just four. I got cross 
because he said I could wade in 
and bring back his toy sailing 
boat, and then he changed his 
mind,” she said. “So I pushed 
him in. The bus conductor on 
the way home said he couldn’t 
have a seat because he was so 
wet, and he had to stand all the 
way.” 

After qualifying as a teacher, 
she taught for many years at 
both primary schools and 
colleges, with French her main 


subject. She became actively 
involved in helping teenagers 
and worked to set up a 
Connexions careers and 
guidance centre in Southwark. 

“I have always found it very 
rewarding to work with young 
people, and I spent a lot of time 
working with 14 to 19-year- 
olds,” she said. “When I served 
as the council’s lead member 
for Europe I did a lot of work 
with sixth-form students to 
help them understand our role 
as Europeans. Having the 
opportunity as Mayor to raise 
young people’s understanding 
of my civic role is an extension 
of that work.” 

The charities she has chosen 
to support for the year are the 
Greenwich Carers Centre, 
which provides services to 
carers who either live-in or 
provide unpaid support to 
someone who lives in the 
borough, and the Medical 
Foundation for the care of 
Victims of Torture, the only 
UK organisation dedicated 
solely to the treatment of 
torture survivors. Cllr 
Barwick also intends to fund 
raise for Greenwich Starting 
Blocks, which supports 
promising local athletes.

ENVIRONMENT-conscious 
architects have got a 
breath-taking challenge on 
their drawing-hoards! 

Around one in six staff at 
‘bptw partnership’ at Hiltons 
Wharf on the Greenwich 
riverside have signed up once 
again to take part in the 
London Cycle Challenge 
throughout this month. 

Greenwich Council is 
supporting local teams of 
contestants all the way, and the 
borough is awarding prizes - in 
addition to those up for grabs 
from Transport for London 
(TfL). 

The 60-strong architects’ firm 
has a long-term aim to get 
‘greener’ and reduce its carbon 
footprint. 

Keen staff-members have 
formed a sustainability 
business planning team - not 
only looking at the company’s 
approach to design, but also 
encouraging colleagues to 
walk or cycle to work, use the 
office pool-bike to get to 
appointments, get railway 
season tickets through a 
company loan, and even to buy 
a bike, up to 40 per cent 
cheaper, through the office’s 
link with a special government 
scheme. 

So - just over a month after 
taking part in London’s ‘Walk 
to Work’ event - they’re “on 
their bikes”! 

They’ve logged their team 
onto the special TfL website, 
and they’re busy collecting 
achievement-badges for the 
miles they’re clocking up.

Pension help for carers 


CARERS can get help 
building up a better state 
pension thanks to a new 
benefit. 

The Carers Credit is a 
new national insurance 
credit which helps carers 
build up a better basic or 
additional state pension. 
Carers can apply if they 
look after one or more 
people for at least 20 
hours a week and: 

• the person you care for 
gets Disability Living 
Allowance care (paid at 
the middle or highest 
rate), Attendance 
Allowance (any rate) or 
Constant Attendance 
Allowance; or 

• you have a Care 
Certificate confirming 
that the person you care 
for needs the amount of 


the care that you provide. 
The form must be 
completed by a health or 
social care professional. 
You do not need to claim 
if you: 

• already pay national 
insurance contributions 

• get Carers Allowance or 
Income Support because 
you are a carer 

• get Child Benefit for a 
child under 12 

• are a foster carer 
getting national 
insurance credits from 
HM Revenue and Customs 

• know you have already 
met the 30 years you need 
to qualify for your state 
pension.

claim pack.

Building their 

Students learn about 
IUUII jobs in construction

AROUND 350 students 
got some first-hand 
experience of the 
construction industry 
when they went along to a 
‘Careers in Action’ event 
at the Greenwich Heritage 
Centre at the Royal 
Arsenal in Woolwich. 

Teams from 20 local 
construction firms spent two 
days giving the 13 to 19-year- 
olds an insight into the 
different professional routes 
into the industry to help them 
with their career decisions for 
when they leave school. 

All the firms taking part are 
big-hitters in the industry. 
They included Wates, 
Mullaley, Rydon, Durkan, 
Apollo, Lakehouse, Axis and 
Martin. 

The young people, from 14 
local schools, each spent two- 
and-a-half hours hearing 
about urban planning, design 
and development, and tried 
their hands at trades such as 
brick-laying, carpentry, tiling, 
joinery and plumbing. They 
also learned what training is 
available for different careers 
in construction, and the 
different qualifications 
required for working in the 
industry. 

The event, now in its sixth 
year, was organised by the 
Education Business 

Partnership (EBP), part of 
Greenwich Council’s 

Directorate of Regeneration, 
Enterprise and Skills, 
together with the L&Q 
housing association. 

One of the firms taking part, 
which liaises closely with the 
Education Business 

Partnership, was Durkan, 
which takes on three 
apprentices from Greenwich 
every year out of a total of 10. 

Paul McCrae, its community 
liaison manager, said: “I look 
after apprentices and work 
closely with EBP because we 
want to help young people 
with their careers as much as 
we can. I sit on the Board of 
Governors of the Post-16 
Shooters Hill campus, and 
I’ve been taking on young 
people from there as 
apprentices for several 
years.” 

The students GT spoke to 
said they appreciated the 
chance to learn more about 
career options in the 
industry. 

Tamera and Mariam, both 
14 and from the Blackheath 
Bluecoat School, had a go at 


brick-laying on the Berkeley 
Homes stand. When they 
arrived in the morning, 
Tamera had aspirations to go 
into medicine and Mariam 
was considering going into 


the performing arts. But they 
found their visit very 
interesting as it gave them a 
different view on the 
professional side of the 
construction industry. 


“We’ve never done anything 
like this before, and it’s nice 
to be able to try something 
different,” said Tamera. 

Boys from the John Roan 
School at Blackheath were 
shown how to put together 
kitchen units at the stand 
run by property maintenance 
company Axis of 

Thamesmead. Ricky, aged 14, 
said: “It’s still too early to 
decide what I want to do 
when I leave school, but 
being here today has opened 
my eyes to some of the 
careers available in 
construction.” 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and 
skills, said: “This event has 
given the young people the 
chance to try something 
different and get some fresh 
ideas for what they might 
want to do when they leave 
school. It is important for 
students to raise their 
awareness, not only of the 
opportunities available, but 
also of the skills employers 
are looking for. I would like to 
thank all the companies who 
have taken part and 
generously gave up their time 
to make it such a success.”

Celebrations for new community 
centre’s official opening

CHILDREN from all over 
an Eltham estate staged the 
official opening of their 
long-awaited community 
centre on Saturday, May 29. 

Now, once final details have 
been sorted out, the £700,000 
‘Turning Pages - Across the 
Ages’ building in Nesbit Road 
is set to fully open to the public 
later this month.

If you have an idea for 
a project you’d like to run from 
the new centre, please pop in 
and discuss it with us.” 

Resident Josie Cordaroy, who 
has lived on the estate for 15 
years, has been in the area for 
over 40 years. She’s 
particularly pleased that older 
people on the estate have 
somewhere new to enjoy. “It’s 
so nice that the centre is up 
and running,” she told us. 


Mum-of-four Kelly Bampton, 
who has lived on the estate for 
two years, said: “It’s lovely! Lee 
and all the team have worked 
so hard. Hopefully, I’ll be able 
to help out with the garden.” 

Guests at the opening of the 
council-funded building 
included Eltham MP Clive 
Efford and local Greenwich 
ward-councillors, along with 
friends from Lakehouse who 
built the centre and Pellings 
the architects, both of whom 
donated cash towards the 
celebrations. 


Old friends who travelled 
back for the event included 
Russ Wilkins from the old 
Westhorne Avenue estate- 
office. 

There was a full programme 
of fun including martial arts 
displays, face-painting, bingo, 
and chess. Charlton Athletic 
FC’s community team and 
Eltham and Kidbrooke’s Youth 
inclusion Project (the YIP) 
were there to give their 
support, as well as chef Rosa 
Goncalves from the nearby 
Ferrier Estate, Greenwich 


Community College with arts 
and crafts, and Shooters Hill 
Post-16 campus who offered 
hair-cuts and styling. 

Lee said: “Saturday, May 29, 
officially marked the end of 
Page Estate Action Project - as 
the ‘Turning Pages’ centre took 
over.

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Council’s policy for letting homes. Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 
longest time. 


Band 

is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according 
to the law, particularly homeless people, and others 
with an urgent need to move for medical or welfare 
reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941 . Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme.

Tips to beat the 
ticket scammers 


A NEW consumer 
campaign is just the 
ticket for sport, 
music and festival 
fans planning to visit 
summer events. 

Launched by the Office 
of Fair Trading last 
month, the ‘Just Tick-It’ 
campaign aims to raise 
consumer awareness of 
scam ticket websites. 

It also offers event 
goers helpful and 
practical tips on 
avoiding being 

scammed. 

The campaign comes at 
the start of the World 
Cup and warns British 
football fans and 
travellers to overseas 
music and sporting 
events to be aware of 
scam ticketing websites. 

Local trading 

standards officers are 
also warning Greenwich 
residents about the 
dangers of purchasing 
online tickets for local 
festivals and events at 
venues such as The 02. 

In the 12 months since 
June 2009, the council 
has received 22 


complaints about fake 
tickets and non delivery 
of tickets. 

The campaign is being 
supported by Consumer 
Direct, a government- 
funded agency which 
offers practical advice 
on all kinds of consumer 
issues. It has issued the 
following tips when 
buying tickets online: 

• Beware of sites selling 
tickets to events that 
haven’t gone on sale or 
that guarantee tickets to 
events that have been 
sold out for months. 

• Put the website name 
into a search engine like 
Google to see what you 
can find out. 

• Make sure the 
company behind the 
website provides a full 
street address for their 
business, not just a Post 
Office or mail box 
number. And try its UK 
landline phone number. 
Be wary of buying from 
a site that only gives an 
email address or mobile 
phone number. 

• Ask for details. What 
type of seat/ticket are 


you buying? What is the 
face value of the ticket? 
How much is the ticket 
being sold for, and are 
there any additional 
charges? When will the 
ticket be dispatched and 
how will you be notified? 
What happens if things 
go wrong? What is the 
company's policy on 
refunds? 

• Pay for tickets by 
credit card. Under the 
Consumer Credit Act, 
your card issuer is 
jointly liable for the 
failure to provide goods 
or services if the cash 
price of a single ticket is 
over £100. 

• Follow basic advice for 
safe online shopping. 
Read the guidance from 
Get Safe Online. 

• If you think you’ve 
been a victim of this 
scam, call Consumer 
Direct for advice on

The Queen’s House gets an unlikely makeover for one night only as 
part of the The Greenwich Festivals, which start later this month 


THE Greenwich 
^ |H jM A Festivals get 

^ under way later 
this month, and 
^ ” kicking off 
Greenwich Council’s season of 
events that run until 
November is Gravity, an open 
air spectacular laid on as part 
of The Greenwich and 
Docklands International 
Festival on June 24. 

The show is on in the grounds 
of the Maritime Museum on 
Trafalgar Road and is a mixed 
media display made up of local 
dancers and a larger-than-life 
moving projection on to the 
walls of the Queen’s House. 

The event is free, and Spanish 
choreographer and director of 
Gravity, Toni Mira told us: “I’ve 
already done something 
similar with some other 
buildings and the organisers 
heard about me and asked me 
to do it here. They wanted a 
‘spatial’ type of thing and we 
talked about the gravity, the 
Greenwich Meridan Line and 
time - things that happen just 
here, and so I came up with the 
idea.” 

Ten dancers will start the show 
and then be replaced with scale 
projections that will dance all

over the house giving it the 
effect of a giant doll’s house 
bathed in coloured lights and 
pictures. 

“This building is much bigger 
than the other ones I’ve used 
and the sides are nice and flat 
and white so the projected 
images should look really 
clear,” added the Catalan 
choreographer. “When I saw it 
for the first time I thought it 
was the perfect building.” 

The theme of The Greenwich 
and Docklands International 
Festival ( GDIF) this year is 
‘Earth’ - continuing the 
element theme that was 
launched last year with ‘Water’ 
at its heart. 

So Gravity is a fitting title 
then, but it won’t be a limiting 


factor for the projections of the 
dancers - the ‘virtual dancers’ 
as Toni calls them. 

“The projected dancers are the 
real size, which means that 
people who are far from here 
will think that they are real 
dancers,” he added. 

Of course, for the projector to 
take full effect there must be 
total darkness, and on what is 
pretty much the longest day of 
the year, it means kicking off 
proceedings at 10 o’clock in the 
evening. 

“The show starts and finishes 
with the real dancers - and the 
virtual ones in between. It’s 
about 25 minutes in total,” Toni 
added. 

And there will be a bombastic 
send off for the troupe with a 


massive pyrotechnics display. 
The grounds of the Queen’s 
House will be open to the public 
on the night, and although any 
outdoor show is at the mercy of 
the weather, Toni is confident 
that the earth theme to 
proceedings this year will keep 
the water at bay. 

“It will be a fine night, and the 
moon will not be too bright, I 
hope. I’m from Spain so I try to 
take the weather with me 
wherever I go!” he said. 

• The Greenwich Festivals is 
one of the ways Greenwich will 
be making its exciting and 
distinctive contribution to the 
Cultural Olympiad and will 
provide some of the best and 
most varied entertainment in 
the capital. GDIF together with 
the Greenwich Film Festival, 
Comedy Festival and 
Greenwich Jazz will form The 
Greenwich Festivals. There are 
also two special events in 2012, 
a contribution to the national 
Big Dance and Summer 
Sessions, a four-day music 
festival.

Apple of its iPad 

The computer giant’s new piece of kit has been making waves across the globe, and 
Scene’s tech-head Alex Brooks was at the front of the queue for its UK release. 


APPLE’S

released to our friends 
over the pond at the 
start of April, and now 
the UK and another 
eight countries around 
the world have the 
opportunity to pick one 
up. So what is an iPad 
and why all the hype? 

At first glance it looks a 
lot like an enlarged 
iPhone or iPod touch, 
but appearances can be 
deceptive and there is 
certainly more to it than 
that. 

In typical Apple fashion, 
the device is a beautiful 
piece of kit. Measuring a 
handy 19cm by 25cm in size, 
the front is an expanse of 
glass with a single button, 
while the rear is made of one 
piece of polished aluminium 
adorned with a large Apple 
logo in the middle. The sides 
contain just a few buttons to 
turn it on and off, lock the 
screen orientation and adjust 
the speaker volume. 

It’s not easy to compare the 
iPad to any other kind of 
hardware available - it’s too 
small and lacking features to 
be a full-on desktop or 
notebook, and relies on 
another computer to get it set 
up and running. And it’s no

‘netbook’, either, with their 
cramped keyboards, poor 
build quality and awful 
displays. But with a base 
price of £429, to many 
consumers it looks like 
Apple is trying to hit that 
netbook market right in the 
nose. Load it up with video, 
music and reading material, 
and you’ll have a fantastic 
time. The 9.7-inch display is 
super bright and has 
viewing angles like no 
device ever made before, 
colours are vivid and the 
super shiny glass gives a 
beautiful feel to photos and 
high-definition movies. 


You can also downloads three 
apps from the iPod App Store 
to enable you to use Pages 
(Word), Numbers (Excel) and 
Keynote (PowerPoint). 

Of course the iPad has its 
fair share of problems too. 
The operating system is 
basically an expanded 
version of that which runs 
on the iPhone, and doesn’t 
allow apps to run in the 
background. Worse still, the 
iPad is almost useless in a 
very bright environment. 
Trying to read a book 
purchased from the built-in 
eBook store was practically 
impossible in direct sunlight -

On the plus side the iPad 
comes in two flavours - a 
Wi-Fi only version, and a 
Wi-Fi + 3G version.

If you get the 
chance, I highly recommend 
you hop on over to your 
nearest Apple store, Currys, 
Dixons, or PC World to check 
out the iPad for yourself. 
You’ll be immediately struck 
by its speed and how natural 
tasks like surfing the web 
feel different when being 
manipulated with just your 
fingers.
